Session minutes from the same evening, and then met 
with Town Clerk/Treasurer/Tax Collector Debra 
Blanchette at 7:05 pm to approve a total of $655,000 in 
bonds for various projects previously approved by Town 
Meeting voters. 

At 7:10 pm. Chairman Jeffrey recognized several 
residents were present to discuss the proposed siting of a 
new 400,000-gallon water tank on a portion of property 
near the rear of Evergreen Cemetery Funding for con- 
struction of the new tank is included in an article on the 
upcoming Annual Town Meeting warrant which will also 
cover repairs for two other water supply tanks on Mill 
Street and Point Road. 

'T know there are people who have come here 
tonight to talk about the water tower, and I just need to 
make a couple of comments,'' Chairman Jeffrey began. 
''We can't discuss the water tower tonight because we're 
not meeting as the Board of Water /Sewer Commissioners 
and it wasn't posted (on the agenda). That being said, I'd 
recommend we present Article 8 as it appears in the 
warrant ... (and) I personally will make a commitment 
that before a new water tower is located, we'll have a 
hearing to review the pros and cons of it. Obviously, if 
another site is selected and additional monies are needed, 
we'll have to go back before Town Meeting." 

Although Chairman Jeffrey stressed this wasn't a 
"public hearing," per se, he said he would allow residents 
"five minutes" to make brief statements.

Before that, resident Carol Sanz asked for clarifi- 
cation on Chairman Jeffrey's opening remarks: "So we 
would pass the money (at Town Meeting), and then 
decide where (the tower would be located)?" she asked. 

Chairman Jeffrey agreed. 

"The amount of monies that we're looking to 
appropriate are for Route 6, near the (Evergreen) Cem- 
etery," Chairman Jeffrey said. "But you are absolutely 
correct ... when the article passes, a site will not be desig- 
nated.

SIGNS OF AGINGS 

My 14 year old Jack Russell terrier doesn't sleep well anymore 
but wanders around the house all night. Yesterday I found him 
stuck between the bed and wall. Does he have a brain tumor? 
It is possible that your dog has a tumor, but it is more 
likely that he is simply becoming senile. The brain may 
degenerate before the rest of the body in a dog just as in 
a person. Signs of senility in dogs are associated with 
changes in normal behavior patterns. Wandering at 
night, inappropriate barking, accidents in the house, star- 
ing into space and getting lost all can be signs of degen- 
eration of the brain. 

There are some new treatments available for se- 
nility in dogs. One is a new prescription diet from Hills 
that is loaded with antioxidants and things like glu- 
cosamine. Surprisingly, we have had some really good 
results where dogs become more playful, alert and more 
like their old selves after a few weeks on this new food.

much better if I knew every single alternative site had 
been studied, not just the cheapest place. My concern is if 
we lump (the funding) all together now, it's going to be 
very hard to find another location.'' 

'Tt seems to me if the restoration of the other 
three tanks and the (siting) of a new tank were deferred, it 
would make more sense," resident Larry Brewster said. "I 
think it's way beyond the 40 or 50 families (living) right 
there. What town would put a water tank in a village 
cemetery? People who are lifelong residents who have 
family buried in that cemetery didn't plan on that ... we 
are, in effect, taking four-and-a-half acres of potential use 
from that cemetery." 

"When I have a project to do, I have to go before 
the (various town) boards ... and I really find it hard to 
believe that the town has gone forward and spent engi- 
neering money without notifying the abutters," resident 
Mike Michon said. "It's pretty amazing. Being in the 
village, we're paying a premium for taxes ... and there's 
plenty of other sites, that's my opinion." 

"There are state laws, so we cannot discuss (this 
matter) tonight because it has to be posted 48 hours in 
advance," Chairman Jeffrey said. "As chairman, I say we 
hear you, but I'm making a commitment that before a site 
is chosen, we'll have a public meeting and go over the 
pros and cons before (it is) selected. I agree wholeheart- 
edly that the cost was decided based upon one site. But I 
really think that's all we can say at this point." 

"You've talked about eight sites, but the analysis 
should include the other sites that are appropriate," said 
resident Stuart Richardson. 

The proposal is slated to appear as Article 8 on 
the Annual Town Meeting warrant to convene on Mon- 
day, April 26.

'It's my understanding the Barden's Boatyard 
application has been withdrawn ... due to improper 
notification to town boards/' said Mr. Dolan, "but the 
Gormley application is still pending."

the United States for animal bites and scratches that are largely 
preventable with proper education. The Marion and Rochester 
Boards of Health would like to raise awareness among its 
residents about the importance of getting their pets vaccinated 
against rabies and ways to reduce their risk of animal bites and 
other potential rabies exposures. 

According to the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health (MDPH), 216 animals tested positive in the state for 
rabies in 2003. Skunks and raccoons accounted for 78 percent of 
all positive animals. Twenty-three positive bats (11 percent of all 
positive animals) were found. Dogs and cats made up 5 percent 
of the positive animals. 

In each case of exposure, the risk of rabies transmission 
was evaluated, and in some cases rabies post-exposure prophy- 
laxis had to be administered. People can reduce their risk from 
rabies by taking the following precautions: 

• Avoiding contact with wildlife such as raccoons, 
skunks or foxes. If you are exposed (via a bite, scratch or contact 
with the animal's saliva) to a potentially rabid animal, contact 
your Animal Control Officer (ACO) and health care provider for 
evaluation. 

• Bat proofing your home by preparing screens, vents 
and other areas where bats may gain access. If a bat is found in 
your home, contact your ACO for assistance. 

• Making sure your pet dog, cat or ferret is up-to-date 
on their rabies vaccination. Pets can act as a bridge between a 
rabid wild animal and a person if they acquire the virus through 
a bite and then bring the virus into the household. 

• Educate yourself and your children on ways to 
avoid being bitten by dogs or other animals. If you see a stray 
dog or other animal in your neighborhood, notify the ACO. 
They are trained to approach and handle stray animals and can

help reunite lost animals with their owners. The following tips 
on ways to avoid dog bites are from the Humane Society of the 
United States: never approach a strange dog, especially one tied or 
confined behind a fence or in a car; don't pet a dog — even your own 
— without letting him see and sniff you first; never turn your hack on 
a dog and run away; and don't disturb a dog while sleeping, eating, 
chewing on a toy, or caring for puppies.

To the Editor: 

Don't bother going to (Mattapoisett) Town Meeting this 
year. The Mattapoisett Selectmen have decided that they will 
make the decisions for us. They decided that they would put the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) in the back seat this year and 
prepare the town budget themselves. Of course, it is a pretty 
easy task when you have said that no department can increase 
their budget. 

We learned at the April 12 Selectmen's meeting that 
they are going to take it yet a step further. They will not put any 
overrides on the Town Meeting warrant, and if others do — the 
School Department has placed their own override article on the 
warrant this year to pay for the opening of Center School — they 
have the power, and intend to exercise it, to refuse to call an 
election on that override. (An override requires a Town Meeting 
vote and a vote on the ballot at a Town Election.) They indicated 
that they will refuse to call an election even if Town Meeting 
votes to bring an item to the voters. 

So two Selectmen (Ray Andrews is opposing this 
approach) can go against a voter mandate, causing the deteriora- 
tion of town services and the education that we offer our 
students. A democratic approach is more consistent with the 
intent of our founding fathers. Let the votes fall where they may 
at Town Meeting, rather than ignoring the voters' wishes. 

So, don't waste your time going to Town Meeting this 
year. The Selectmen has it all under control — that is, unless you 
want to vote down the entire town budget until the Selectmen 
agree to abide by Town Meeting members' wishes.

To the Editor: 

To put the local Mattapoisett elementary (school) 
budget in perspective, please remember that two years ago a 
failed override caused the elementary budget to have a less than 
zero percent increase. Last year, the elementary budget increased 
1 percent (effectively a less than 1 percent increase over two 
years' time). 

The Mattapoisett School Committee is asking for help 
from the town to boost the elementary budget over the hump 
created by new utility costs. That amount is less than 2 percent 
of the total cost of the renovation of Center School, a project that 
is going smoothly and staying under budget. Construction 
money left over from this project would be returned to the town, 
but can't be transferred to cover these costs. The tax rate is not 
yet available to tell you yet the extra amount this would 
translate to on an average tax bill. 

While the amount is less than 2 percent of the capital 
costs, it is much more if absorbed by the elementary (school) 
budget and our students alone. Since Special Education costs are 
protected by the law and cannot be reduced, we would have to 
make cuts from what we call the "Regular Day Budget." To 
cover the costs of operating Center and Old Hammondtown, we

would have to make cuts equivalent to 9 percent. Needless to 
say, this is a significant number of teachers or programs that 
would have to be cut for our (Kindergarten) to sixth grade 
students. 

The increase costs are mainly due to new service 
contracts to protect the town's investment and increased 
utilities. Part of the conditions set by the state to accept a 65 
percent reimbursement of construction costs (was) we needed to 
meet air recirculation codes. So while creating a much healthier 
building, it is the heating of this additional air over the winter 
that causes the increase in our utility costs. 

More information and specifics will be available 
leading up to Town Meeting, as Town Hall settles on their 
budget, and we appreciate your consideration and support for 
allocating the money to finish the job we started and open 
Center School.

Massachusetts Building and Sanitary codes. 

The Marion Homes Program was designed to 
help hard-pressed existing Marion homeowners at or 
below 80 percent of the median household income to 
continue to live in their homes, while at the same time, 
getting those homes that are truly affordable into the SHI 
stock. Through this program, the town will, first, assist 
those homeowners in upgrading their homes to meet the 
Massachusetts Building Code.

always make it affordable to prospective buyers at or 
below 80 percent of the median household income. 

Once the program and funding have been ap- 
proved by the DHCD, the Housing Committee intends to 
provide interested and eligible homeowners both legal 
and financial guidance, at no cost to them, so that they 
may be properly prepared to make a decision. 

'"We will phase the program in over four years: 
Phase One, 20 units will be added over the first 18 
months/' Mr. Richardson said. '"Then, after a lapse of a 
year, the final 28 units will be added during the subse- 
quent 18 months for a total of 48 homes. These 48 units 
will add approximately one quarter of those required to 
meet DHCD's 10 percent goal. The Commonwealth 
requires that the SHI Stock be increased at the rate of 1.50 
percent of its total housing stock per year until we reach 
the state's mandated 10 percent level if a town does not 
have a Certified Housing Plan filed with the DHCD. We 
are in the process of developing such a plan and, once the 
plan has been accepted, the town will be allowed to 
increase the number of affordable units at a significantly 
lower rate - 0.75 percent. 

Currently Marion has 44 units (2.4 percent) in the 
SHI Stock. 

The Housing Committee holds that one of 
Marion's primary housing objectives is to maintain the 
town's historic, seaside character and its economic and 
ethnic diversity as a residential New England village. "We 
have two major strategies to realize this goal," Mr. 
Richardson said. "First is to protect the town against 
rogue 40B developers and second, to add affordable 
housing units to the Marion's Affordable Housing Inven- 
tory in a way that is consistent with the needs of current 
Marion residents — particularly the elderly and single- 
headed households."

Chapter 40B allows developers to sidestep local 
zoning regulations under certain circumstances — espe- 
cially when a town, like Marion, does not meet the 10 
percent requirement. The proposed multi-unit develop- 
ment near The Wave Restaurant is an example of such a 
proposal. The Marion Homes Program was unanimously 
approved at Town Meeting in November 2002.

The locks w^ill be distributed, free of charge, on 
Saturday morning.

"We encourage residents to pick up a Project 
Childsafe safety kit so they can securely store their 
firearm," said Rochester Chief Magee. "The cable-style 
locks fit on most types of handguns, rifles and shotguns." 
Each department will also have an officer available 
should anyone have questions about the state's firearm 
licensing program. State law requires firearms to be 
secured and stored properly. 

Should this distribution prove to be successful, 
the chiefs plan on offering another round of free locks in 
the near future.

KillBill, Vol. 2. Starring UmaThurman and David 
Carradine. Directed by Quentin Tarantino. Run- 
ning time: 137 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Now that all four hours and eight minutes of Quentin 
Tarantino's Kill Bill saga have unfurled, it's easy to see the bridge 
between the two halves. If Vol. 1 was about action. Vol. 2 is about 
consequences. Having indulged in an orgasmic display of sword 
carnage near the end of the first part, Tarantino knows he can't top 
himself, and he doesn't try; he slows his pace considerably, draw- 
ing out lengthy dialogue sequences, which are really more like 
duelling monologues. The people in this film feel the need to 
defend themselves verbally as well as physically; when an enemy 
is down and helpless, that's the best time for a declamatory speech 
at his or her expense. 

I realize that makes Vol. 2 sound leaden, but nothing could be 
further from the truth. As always in Tarantino's work, character 
bubbles up from the streams of words. When our wrathful heroine 
the Bride (Uma Thurman) finally tracks down her nemesis Bill 
(David Carradine), he favors her with a sprawling theory about 
superheroes and their secret identities. It's pure Quentin, but it also 
tells us about Bill and his esteem for the Bride. Bill's ne'er-do-well 
brother Budd (Michael Madsen) gets the drop on the Bride at one 
point and prolongs her agony with his own chatter, and later on 
another assassin, EUe Driver (Daryl Hannah), will do the same to 
him. The defining Tarantino moment concerns the victim who isn't 
just killed but is forced to listen, like the unfortunate cop in Reservoir 
Dogs or the doomed Brett in Pulp Fiction. 

Both wit and dread gather around these long exchanges, with 
sadism and violence never far from the surface. Should Tarantino 
ever want to make an all-out horror movie, he proves himself 
capable in a near-unbearable sequence, played mostly in pitch 
black, in which the Bride is buried alive; for what seems like an 
eternity, all we get from the darkness is the Bride's terrified 
gasping and the thunder of dirt being dumped onto her coffin. A 
close-quarters fight between the Bride and EUe is tremendously 
vicious, the polar opposite of the elegant spatial harmony of the 
face-off between the Bride and O-Ren Ishii in the first installment. 




Though Vol. 2's body count is of necessity smaller than that of its 
predecessor, the brutality hurts more here, and counts for more. 

We get a peek at the Bride's earlier life with Bill, her mentor 
and lover; we see her training under "the cruel tutelage of Pai Mei" 
(Gordon Liu), an ancient Chinese master with flowing white hair, 
beard, and eyebrows. (This character, like Vol. Vs swordmaker 
Hattori Hanzo, is cheerfully stolen from existing Asian cinema.) 
David Carradine ambles into the film, carrying a flute and years of 
associations with martial arts and B-movies. Tarantino obviously 
worships him, and Carradine rewards him with a portrait of a 
callous man driven to destroy the one person who broke through 
his armor. What Carradine brings to Bill, which isn't necessarily 
scripted, is a becalmed sense of honor. We look at Bill and, despite 
what he's done, we never think "evil"; he's something else, some- 
thing larger and harder to pin down, like Hannibal Lecter. 

Uma Thurman's performance, too, acquires shadings in this 
second half. The Bride's pregnancy, her grief and rage at losing her 
baby, cease to be exploitation plot points and become the basis for 
a person. There's an interesting little anecdote in which the Bride, 
having just taken the home pregnancy test, has a run-in with a 
female assassin, and what follows is just weird enough to be 
plausible. Mercy is possible here, if not redemption; murderers 
remain murderers, and even when Budd or EUe express pangs of 
regret, it doesn't mean they're not who they are. What separates the 
Bride from the rest of the pack of killers? Well, she chose to nurture 
life over death. The point is less political than mythical: it's the 
priestess of violence learning that her body can create as well as 
destroy. In total, the Kill Bill movies expand the story far beyond 
grindhouse-cinema homage. Vol. 1 was energetic fun, but Vol. 2, in 
its digressions and philosophizing, actually has the payoff.

The B-120 Incident. A documentary video written and 
directed by Arnold Parsons. Produced by FTL Filmworks. 
Running time: 42 minutes. Not rated. 

"What is the real cost of oil?'' asks Arnold Parsons at 
the beginning of his 42-minute documentary The B-120 
Incident. In the footage to follow, we get a devastating 
sense of the cost — to nature, to wildlife, to those who care 
about preserving both. Almost a year ago, an oil barge hit 
a snag — literally — en route to a power plant, opening a 
hole in its single hull that dumped an estimated 15,000 
gallons of oil into Buzzards Bay. Parsons, who happened to 
be filming on local beaches at the time working on a general 
project about Buzzards Bay, caught some truly repugnant 
images, as well as some heartening ones. This isn't a 
documentary Parsons ever intended to make, or wanted to 
have to make, but the unhappy events took over. 

Much of the film is devoted to the Sisyphean efforts 
made to try to clean up the catastrophic mess on local 
beaches. Workers are seen hand-cleaning rocks with 
implements that look like pom-poms; it's like watching a 
doctor try to staunch the bleeding of a hemorrhaging 
patient with a Q-tip. The task seems cruelly vast. Time and 
weather both stand against the workers as they struggle on 
the slippery, oil-stinking rocks. Parsons' focus on the 
aftermath is a sound decision. Rather than spending time 
speculating on how it happened — investigations are still 
pending — the film emphasizes the work that must be 
done to clean up after oil-industry mishaps. 

The B-120 Incident is not a liberal manifesto against oil 
consumption. It's no great friend of that billion-dollar 
industry, either. Parsons catches various local politicians 
and environmentalists as they speak, somewhat 
dispassionately, about what should be done to prevent 
future spills (laws requiring double-hulling would be a 
step in the right direction). The lack of passion in these 
people's voices doesn't indicate that they don't care; it's 
that they've seen this before, and probably expect to see it 
again and again. Unfortunately, the folks running things in 
America don't seem to care overmuch about dead loons or 
preserving microcosms. The locals who want changes 
made, we sense, aren't holding their breath; they will stay 
the course, but under federal law we can look forward to 
another eleven years of single-hulled barges and the 
accompanying dangers. 

Who is responsible? Strictly speaking, the Bouchard 
Transportation Company owns the barge that befouled

Buzzards Bay, and this wasn't the first time their vessels 
got into trouble; three other Bouchard barges have spilled 
in United States waters in the last four years, and they've 
reported 152 oil-related accidents since 1990 (almost twice 
as many as number two on the list). These substandard 
vessels — many of them over thirty years old — lumber 
through our waters regularly, largely without mandatory 
Coast Guard inspections for the tugboats that guide them. 
Some of the barges are double-hulled — less than one- third 
of the thirty vessels listed on Bouchard's website. It's fair to 
say that the demand for oil may have outpaced Bouchard's 
ability to deliver it responsibly. 

Parsons touches on the politics of all this lightly. His 
real concern is the human dimension, and also the 
nonhuman dimension. The camera catches a forlorn loon 
in the water, too weighted down by oil to fly, but too far 
away to be rescued. Boxes are filled with dead birds; trucks 
are loaded with oily bags. An entire strip of beach — 
Hoppy's Landing — has to be torn out and replaced. A 
woman speaking at a town meeting has the last word: oil 
is "a curse," she says, leading to war and to the poisoning 
of our water and land. Where will it end, and can it end? 
Almost nobody in the film much bothers with talk of 
alternate energy resources, even though other countries 
have started to move away from oil dependency; the 
concerned townspeople, resigned to the fact that oil has 
become the blood in this country's veins, have focused 
their attention on making sure the rusty beasts in the water 
don't bleed all over us.
